On Tuesday, March 30, 1999, Lieutenant Mark Weaver, Criminal Investigations Section, New 
Mexico State Police, assigned Agent Joe Schiel, Criminal Investigations Section 
(Espanola), New Mexico State Police, and myself to process a vehicle on March 31, 1999, 
in Santa Fe, New Mexico. Lieutenant Weaver provided me with a copy of the Affidavit and 
Search Waxrant for the vehicle. A copy of the Affidavit and Search Warrant are attached 


to this report. (Refer to Attachment #1). 


On Wednesday, March 31, 1999, I arrived at the New Mexico State Police garage in Santa 
Fe, New Mexico and met with Agent Joe Schiel. The vehicle had been sealed with red 
evidence tape and secured in the garage. The vehicle is a 1978 Toyota, Royal, motor 
home bearing New Mexico license plate 1807-RVP. Suspect, David Parker Ray, owns the 
vehicle. 


Agent. Schiel and I met with Evidence Custodian David Bangs and he had us sign a crime 
scene sign-in sheet. A copy of the crime scene sign-in sheet is attached to this 
report. (Refer to Attachment #2). David Bangs then relinquished custody of the vehicle 
to me. A copy of the New Mexico State Police Receipt for Property or Evidence is 
attached to this report. (Refer to Attachment #3.) 


Agent Joe Schiel and I formulated a plan to process the vehicle. Agent Schiel would 
document the evidence with an 8mm-videotape camera and I would utilize a 35mm camera for 
still photographs. We began to process the vehicle at approximately 2:30 p.m, The 
doors of the vehicle were sealed with red evidence tape, which depicted that they had 
not been tampered with the exception of the evidence seal on the driver's door, which 
was broken by David Bangs while the vehicle was placed in the garage, prior to our 
arrival. The exterior of the vehicle and the evidence seals on the doors were 
documented as depicted in photographs Ri-1 through R1-8. Copies of the photographs and 
photograph logs are attached to this report. (Refer to Attachment #4). 


Agent. Joe Schiel and I wore Tyvex suits, shoe covers, and rubber gloves while processing 
the vehicle. Agent Schiel utilized the video camera and documented the evidence where 
it was found, He then removed the evidence from the vehicle and placed it on white 
butcher paper that had been rolled out. I photographed the evidence and then listed it 
on a New Mexico State Police Receipt for Property or Evidence. Refer to the New Mexico 
State Police Receipt for Property or Evidence, which depicts the evidence that was 
collected, A copy is attached to this report. (Refer to Attachment #5). After the 
evidence was collected from the cab of the vehicle, we began to process the camper 
section. I took several photographs of the interior of the camper, which included the 
evidence we located. The evidence was placed on the white butcher paper and 
photographed. Refer to the photograph logs and photographs, which are attached to this 
report (Attachment #4). Four rolls of film were utilized to document the evidence on 
Wednesday afternoon, March 31, 1999. 


Refer to Agent Joe Schiel's report for further details on where the evidence was located 
in the vehicle. 


The evidence collected was wrapped in brown paper bags and sealed. I relinquished the 
evidence to David Bangs, Evidence Custodian. We resealed the vehicle with blue evidence 
tape at approximately 5:45 p.m., and it was secured in the garage. 


On Thursday, April 1, 1999, Agent Schiel and I resumed the processing of the vehicle at 
approximately 8:00 a.m. The evidence seals on the vehicle had not been tampered with. 
The seals were broken at approximately 8:25 a.m. 


We collected the curtains and rugs from the camper and wrapped them in paper. While 
removing the curtains above the kitchen sink, a black hair tie was exposed, as depicted 
in photograph R5-2. After it was photographed, it was collected as evidence. We then 
processed the camper for latent fingerprints utilizing a Superglue fuming wand. Latent 
prints were located on mirrors that were attached to the bathroom and closet doors. The 
latent fingerprints were photographed. Refer to photograph log and photographs, which 
are attached to this report. (Refer to Attachment #6). 


After processing the vehicle, I relinquished custody of the vehicle back to David Bangs, 
Evidence Custodian, along with the additional evidence collected. The vehicle was 
placed in the fenced impound lot behind the garage and the doors were resealed with 
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evidence tape at approximately 41:45 a.m. A copy of the New Mexico State Police Receipt 
for Property or Evidence depicting the evidence collected was faxed to Agent Wesley R. 
LaCuesta, New Mexico State Police, in T ox C, New Mexico. tT then returned to 
Albuquerque, New Mexico. 


on April 5, 1999, I traveled to T or C, New Mexico and assisted New Mexico State Police 
Criminal Agents and agents of the FBI with the investigation of David Parker Ray- I was 
assigned to locate the owners of a small black and white Shiatsu dog named "“peppex”. 
They reportedly reside in Elephant Butte, New Mexico. I was informed that the owner of 
this dog reportedly pought a .360 caliber Baretta handgun from suspect David Parker Ray. 
The weapon was reportedly used in a homicide. 


I proceeded to the Sierra Animal Shelter in T or C, New Mexico and met with Peggy Ryan. 
She allowed me to view the records and I obtained names of persons in Elephant Butte 
that own dogs named "pepper". I then met with New Mexico State Police Agent Ed Apodaca 
and provided him with the names. We then contacted these persons regarding the dog and 
inguixed about a weapon, Refer to Agent Ed Apodaca's report for further details. 


On April 6, 1999, I was assigned to escort suspect Cindy Hendy to court in Socorro, New 
Mexico for her arraignment. I then proceeded to Albuquerque, New Mexico. 


On Thursday, April 15, 1999, Tf testified at the Sierra County District Court regarding a 
preliminary hearing on suspect David Parker Ray. I testified about the processing and 
collection of evidence found in David Parker Ray’s Toyota motor home. 


This concludes my involvement in this investigation.

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AFFIDAVIT FOR SEARCH WARRANT-RAY, DAVID P. 
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Deputy Elston advised David Ray and Cindy Hendy were detained and taken to the Richard R. Cooper 
Boat Safety Center in Truth or Consequences as the investigation continued, This building is located off 
highway 95, at Box 13 Elephant Butte, New Mexico. The 1978 Toyota Royal RV was impounded and 
towed from the scene under the direction of Sheriff Terry Byers and secured inside the Richard R. Cooper 
Safety Center building. The vehicle was transferred to New Mexico State Police Criminal Investigator 
Rudy Ramirez and taken by wrecker to the New Mexico State Police office in Truth or Consequences, New 
Mexico, where it was secured. 


Affiant was advised the naked woman had been identified as Cynthia Vigil. Ms. Vigil claimed to be a 
victim of the crimes of Sexual Assault and Kidnapping. Deputy Lucas Alvarez took Ms, Vigil to the Sierra 
Vista Hospital in Truth or Consequences for medical treatment. 


At approximately 8:30 p.m., Affiant met with Deputy Alvarez at the hospital. Deputy Alvarez stated he had 
met with the victim at 301 Springland Road. Deputy Alvarez advised the victim, Cynthia Vigil, from 
Albuquerque, New Mexico. Deputy Alvarez said she was found wearing a pink robe, and had a metal type 
collar around her neck secured by a lock. 


Deputy Alvarez stated Ms. Vigil was screaming hysterically when he first arrived. Ms. Vigil said she had 
been kidnapped and locked up for three (3) days, She further claimed the person who had detained her is 
currently employed by the New Mexico State Parks, and she identified him by the name, “David.” Deputy 
Alvarez advised Ms. Vigil had minor cuts and bruises on her body and was complaining about an injury on 
her head 


At approximately 8:50 p.m, Affiant interviewed Cynthia Vigil. Affiant observed small cuts on both of her 
legs, bruising on her right arm, bruising and abrasions on both of her wrists. Affiant also observed welt- 
type marks on Ms. Vigil’s back. In addition, the Affiant observed a small puncture wounds and light - 
bruising on her aureoles. 


Cynthia Vigil stated on Saturday, March 20, 1999, between the hours of 10:00 a.m. and 11:00 a.m., she was 
on Central Avemue in Albuquerque, New Mexico. Ms. Vigil advised an acquaintance introduced her to 
David Ray and Cindy Hendy, who were in their recreational yehicle. She said David Ray showed her a 
small badge and told her she was under arrest for solicitation and was placed in handcuffs by Cindy Hendy. 


Ms. Vigil said she was then restrained to a fixture inside the camper, then both David Ray and Cindy 
Hendy stripped her of her clothes and threatened to shock her with an electrical type device. She stated she 
was taken to an unknown residential location, where she was restrained, She stated she had been assaulted 
with dildos, which were inserted to her vagina and rectum. In addition, Ms. Vigil said she bad been 
subjected to “shock therapy “, to her breasts, while Cindy Hendy watched. 


Ms. Vigil did state that a audio tape recording was played to her detailing what David Ray was going to do 
to her. She was shown photographs of naked women who were also in restraints. Ms. Vigil also stated to 
Affiant that photographs were taken of her, while she was restrained from the ceiling in one of the rooms. 
She referred to this room as being the dirty room, where she observed whips, chains, dildos, pulleys, belts, 
and the electrical devices used to shock her breasts and body. Cynthia Vigil stated that David Ray told her 
he would later take her outside to the “playbox”, referring-{o an outer building where he claimed was an 
gynecology table. 
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AFFIDAVIT FOR SEARCH WARRANT 


Affiant is a full time salacied New Mexico State Police Officer for approximately five (5) years, nine (9) 
months and is currently assigned to the Criminal Investigation Section Bureau, Zone 5, Las Cruces, New 
Mexico and is certified by the New Mexico Law Enforcement Academy. 


On March 22, 1999, Affiant was assigned to conduct a criminal investigation of an alleged Kidnapping and 
Criminal Sexual Penetration that occurred in Truth or Consequences, New Mexico in Sierra County. It is 
alleged that on this day, at approximately 5:55 p.m., ‘Affiant arrived at the Cooper Training Center in Truth 
or Consequences, New Mexico, and was briefed by Sierra County Deputy David Elston of the following. 


Deputy Elston related he, and Deputy Lucas Alvarez, were dispatched to a 911 hang-up call from a 
residence at 513 Bass Road in Elephant Butte, New Mexico, The dispatcher informed him he heard a 
commotion in the background, then the 911 call was terminated. While enroute to the location, he was 
further advised by the dispatcher of another report of a naked woman seen running on the road and was at 
that time seen around the residence of 301 Springland Road, in the same neighborhood. 


Deputy Elston advised he dropped off Deputy Alvarez at 301 Springland Road to follow-up on the reported 
naked woman, and he proceeded to $13 Bass Road. Upon arriving at 513 Bass Road, the mobile home, 
where the 911 hang up occurred. Deputy Elston found no one outside, Deputy Elston advised he was met 
by two State Park Rangers, front the Elephant Butte State Park Recreational Office, and with their 
assistance approached the rear of the residence. Deputy Elston advised he observed a white, Dodge Ram, 
pickup parked at the mobile home, 513 Bass Road. As he and the Park Officers approached the trailer, he . 
found a rear sliding glass door unlocked. Deputy Elston said entry was made through this glass door, anda 
welfare check was conducted for any person or persons found inside, 


Deputy Elston said he and the assisting Park Rangers knew -who lived at the residence, He said the Park 
Rangers knew David Ray as being a fellow employee, who is currently employed with them at New 
Mexico State Parks as a mechanic. Mr. Ray’s girlfriend is known to be a Cindy Hendy. Deputy Etston said 
upon entering the mobile home, they did a “walk through” of each room and found no person injured or 
inside the mobile home. 


Deputy Elston and the Park Rangers advised during the welfare check, they observed various devices 
including, dildos, whips, restraints, and chains with restraints hanging from the ceiling in one room. They 
said in another room containing a bed, they observed what was believed to be stains of dried blood on the 
bed sheets, There was some contention by the officers that a struggle had ensued on the bed, by the pieces 
of a broken lamp found on and around the bed. This bed in question also contained restraints on the 
headboard. 


Deputy Elston said a State Park Ranger advised him that David Ray and Cindy Hendy were located 
together in a camper vehicle being driven by Mr. Ray. The officers making contact with Mr. Ray and Ms. 
Hendy advised they observed dried blood on the back of Cindy Hendy’s head and on the back of her shirt. 
This vehicle is identified to be a 1978 Toyota Recreational Vehicle displaying a New Mexico license plate 
of 1807-RVP.

NARRATIVE 


This supplemental report is a continuation to supplemental report #17 and continues with 
the investigation of the abduction and sexual torture of Cynthia Vigil by David Ray and 
Cindy Hendy. 


On April 20, 1999, FBI Supervisory Special Agents Mary Ellen O'Toole, Thomas Neer and 
Mark Safarik briefed me, via telephone conference. These Agents are assigned to the 
FBI's National Center for the Analysis of Violent Crime {NCAVC) and assist in the 
identification of behavioral aspects of criminal behavior. Agent O'Toole was assigned 
specifically to the investigation of David Ray and provided on site support in T or C, 
New Mexico, She was assisted by Agent Sneer also in T or C, 


Together these agents analyzed items seized per search warrants from David Ray's 
residence to establish and identify the criminal aspect of Mr. Ray's deviant sexual 
behavior, Items reviewed included photographs of sexual devices, the white utility 
trailer (toybox), drawings, writings, interviews, audiotapes and investigative 
briefings. Agents O'Toole and Sneer were also afforded the opportunity to visually 
inspect the toybox. 


During the telephone conference, Agent O'Toole stated David Ray exhibits the 
characteristics of being a "true sexual sadist." Behavior elements considered were: 


Long-term persistent pattern of behavior 
Specific sexual interests 
Well-developed techniques 
Fantasy-driven behavior 


A descriptive term developed by the NCAVC refers to David Ray as a preferential sex 
offender or paraphiliac. As defined by the NCAVC; Paraphiliacs are characterized by 
recurrent, intense sexual urges, fantasies, or behaviors that involve unusual objects, 
activities, or situations and cause clinically significant distress or impairment in 
social, occupational, or other important areas of functioning. 


Sexual Sadism involves acts (real, not simulated) in which the individual derives sexual 
excitement from the psychological or physical suffering (including humiliation) of the 
victim, 


Agent O'Toole stated paraphiliacs are repetitive and predictable in their behavior. They 
are organized and continue to improve their methods of operation over time. Because of 
their continued need to be sexually aroused or gratified, the risk of being apprehended 
is increased. This kind of behavior also characterizes the need for the offender to 
collect keepsakes or objects from his victims. 


This also includes body parts, jewelry, clothing articles, photographs, video and 
audiotapes, Paraphiliacs will keep objects from victims hidden in hiding places in close 
proximity to allow them access at anytime they want to relive their fantasy. She related 
examples from past cases, Agent O'Toole summed up the briefing indicating she would fax 
a list of possible hiding places to include in a Search Warrant. 


On Apxil 21, 1999, I received documents, via fax, from FBI Agent Mary Ellen O'Toole, 
These documents were provided by the NCAVC Agents who analyzed this case, They included 
definitive terms and a list of possible hiding places. Copies of the documents were 
provided to ADA Jim Yontz and are attached to this report. (REFER TO ATTACHMENT 1) 


On April 27, 1999 I filed a Search Warrant at the District Courthouse in T or c. The 
warrant was for a detailed search of the premises belonging to David Ray, including the 
boats, vehicles and the excavation of his property. In essence, for evidentiary items 
that could possibly identifying more victims. 


On April 28, 1999, Agent Frank Jacoby executed the Search Warrant along with the 
assistance from one of the FBI's Emergency Response Team, A Ground Penetrating Radar 
(GPR) was used in the search of the grounds. Details of the search are documented in 
supplemental reports attached to this investigative report file. A copy of the Search 
Warrant and related documents are attached to this report. (REFER TO ATTACHMENT 2).

On May 4, 1999, personnel from the FBI's Laboratory began the process of identifying 
evidence from the white utility trailer (toybox). FBI Agents Larry Houpt and I were 
present for the processing, which took place in a storage facility at the National Guard 
Armory in Santa Fe, New Mexico. FBI Agent Margaret Russin oversaw the processing and 
completed a report. R copy of her report is attached to this report. (REFER TO 


ATTACHMENT 3) 


The processing of the toybox entailed the identification and collection of items that 
possibly contained DNA from the subjects of this case, This also included the 
diagramming, photographing and latent print processing of items from the toybox. Items 
selected fox DNA analysis were packaged and Agent Houpt took custody of them for 
shipment to the laboratory in Quantico, Virginia, Copies of photographs depicting the 
toybox during the processing are attached to this report. (REFER TO ATTACHMENT 4) 


On July 13, 1999, FBI Agent Larry Houpt and I reviewed documents seized from David Ray's 
residence, The review was conducted at the FBI Regional Headquarters in Albuquerque, New 
Mexico, I observed typewritten and handwritten notes, poems and instxuctions related to 
the sexual torture of women. Sex related periodicals, to include pornography, bondage, 
sadomasochism (5&M), pornographic video catalogs and photographs from periodicals were 
also observed. 


Typewritten and handwritten notes were analyzed, which were formatted and scripted the 
same as heard on David Ray's advisory tapes. Numerous drawings of women being subjected 
to sexual torture were observed. I photocopied a series of drawings apparently 
depicting the abduction of a girl froma school bus stop. She is bound, gagged and taken 
by a motor vehicle to a dwelling where she is then subjected to sexual torture. (REFER 


‘TO ATTACHMENT 5) 


Another set of drawings depicts a woman being assaulted and then abducted, She is placed 
in the trunk of a vehicle. The drawings then show her being subjected to sexual torture 
by being restrained in contraptions and subjected to sexual, devices. Copies of the 
drawings are attached to this report. (REFER TO ATTACHMENT 6) 


Copies of a series of drawings and typewritten script are also attached to this report 
depicting the sexual torture of a woman. The drawings gradually show a woman first with 
her clothing on but restrained. It continues with her being restrained with her legs and 
arms spread apart and then being subjected to a variety of dildos, a shocking device and 
awkward body positions. (REFER TO ATTACHMENT 7) 


Rough draft drawings of rooms fitted with sexual devices were found among the documents. 
It appeared David Ray designed tables and chairs for the purpose of restraining women in 
submissive positions and subjection of sexual torture. He went to the extent of 
identifying his devices by model-types and elicit advisory warnings of their uses. 
Copies of the drawings and typewritten instxuctions are attached to this report. (REFER 


TO ATTACHMENT 8) 


A typewritten poem titled, " The Slave" depicts the sexual torture of a woman, which is 
referred to at the end of the poem as a slave. A handwritten note showing the word, 
rohypnol, and notes on dose amounts were located. Rohypnol is a controlled drug commonly 
used as a date-rape drug. Drawings located with the notes depict a woman who apparently 
passed out after consuming a liquid while sitting at a table. 


A typewritten document titled, "M-CITY CLUB- Female Slave Survey and Registration Form" 
was found among the documents. It appeared to be a formatted informational document 
requiring data such as: date of acquisition, menstrual cycle, pubic haix, breast size, 
vagina:size, pain tolerance scale, devices used and methods used. Copies of these 
documents are attached to this report. (REFER TO ATTACHMENT 9) 


I photocopied a typewritten scripted telephone conversation that entailed the abduction 
and sexual torture of a twelve-year-old girl. (REFER TO ATTACHMENT 10) The script 
depicts the conversing subjects as to their enjoyment of subjecting girls to anal 
intercourse and dildos. Female anatomical pictures from magazines were found among the 
drawings and writings. The pictures specifically depict the anatomy of females’ interhal 
organs and sex organs. Copies of these pictures are attached to this report. (REFER TO 
ATTACHMENT 11) 
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Typewritten story scripts were found, which also detailed the abduction and sexual 
torture of women, The scripts were written in first and second person. These writings 
also had the same type of explicit details as found in the periodicals owned by Mr. Ray: 
Copies of these scripts are attached to this report, (REFER TO ATTACHMENT 12) 


A Poloroid photograph was observed which depicted a table that had been modified for the 
use of subjecting women to sexual torture. The photograph shows the table as having 
restraints connected to it and a mechanical device with a dildo attached to it. A copy 
of the photograph is attached to this xeport, (REFER TO ATTACHMENT 13} 


Numerous amounts of drawings depicting women being subjected to sexual torture were 
analyzed. The drawings emphasized women being subjected to awkward, restrained 
positions, contraptions and sexual devices such as a spiked dildo mounted on a stand. A 
few such drawings were photocopied and attached to this report. (REFER TO ATTACHMENT 14) 


On September 27,1999, FBI Agent Houpt provided a copy of his report that entailed the 
items selected for analysis at the FBI Laboratory. The report showed the request for 

specific analysis to be conducted on key pieces of evidence. A copy of his report is 

made a part of and attached to this report. {REFER TO ATTACHMENT 15) 


On December 1, 1999, I obtained copies of the Order Allowing Taking of Elimination 
Standards and Taking of Major Case Prints from the District Courthouse in T or c, The 
Orders were for both David Ray and Glenda Ray. ADA Jim Yontz had filed the Orders on 
November 6, 1999. Copies of the Orders are attached to this report. (REFER TO 
ATTACHMENTS 16617) 


On December 7, 1999, FBI Agent Houpt and I transported Glenda Ray from the Dona Ana 
County Detention Facility to the Memorial Hospital Prompt Care Clinic. At approximately 
1:30 p.m., Sexual Assault Nurse Examiners Bette Waters and Deonn Arnold completed a 
Suspected Sex Offender Evidence Collection Kit on Glenda Ray. A Property Control Receipt 
was completed relinquishing the kit to Agent Houpt for forwarding to the FBI Laboratory. 
A copy of the kit checklist is attached to this report. (REFER TO ATTACHMENT 18) 


On the same date, at approximately 2:00 p.m,, Agent Houpt obtained major case prints 
from Glenda Ray at the State Police Office. Agent Houpt maintained possession of the 
prints to be forwarded to the FBI Laboratory. Copies of the major case prints from 
Glenda Ray axe attached to this report. (REFER TO ATTACHMENT 19) After obtaining the 
major case prints, Glenda Ray was transported back to the detention facility. 


On December 12, 1999, Agent Houpt and I transported David Ray to the Sierra Vista 
Hospital. Detention Officer Greg Bentley was assigned to maintain security of David Ray 
and was transported with us. At approximately 11:00 a.m., Registered Nurses Michelle 
Elston and Vickie Colbert conducted the collection of elimination standards utilizing a 
Suspected Sex Offenders Evidence Collection Kit. 


Attorney Jeff Rein was present in the examination room during the collection and ADA Jim 
Yontz was also present but stood by on the hospital grounds. A Property Control] Receipt 
was completed giving Agent Houpt custody of the kit for forwarding to the FBI 
Laboratory. A copy of the collection checklist is attached to this report. (REFER TO 
ATTACHMENT 20) 


At approximately 12:05 p.m., Agent Houpt obtained major case prints from David Ray at 
the State Police Office in T or C. Attorney Jeff Rein and ADA Jim Yontz were also 
present for this collection. Agent Houpt maintained custody of the prints for submission 
to the FBI Laboratory. Copies of the major case prints are attached to this report. 
{REFER TO ATTACHMENT 21) Following the collection of the prints, David Ray was then 
transported back to the Sierra County Detention Facility. 


On December 9, 1999, Agent Houpt and I reviewed FBI reports completed by Agents 
documenting their involvement in the investigation of David Ray. On December 9, 1999, 
Agent Houpt provided copies of the reports. These reports entailed the follow-up of 
leads and interviews in reference to the investigation of David Ray. Copies of the 
reports have been made a paxt of and attached to this report. (REFER TO DTTACHMENT 22) 
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Recommended format and wording to use in search warrant: 


I have personally spoken over the telephone with Supervisory 
Special Agents (SSA) Mary Ellen O'Toole, Thomas M. Neer and Mark 
Safarik of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, who have been 
assigned to the PRI's National Center for the Analysis of Violent 
Crime (NCAVC) since April, 1995. Each of these agents has over 
22 years of law enforcement experience. SSA O'Toole has been an 
FBI agent for 18 years, and SSA Neer and SSA Safarik have éach 
been FBI agents for over 15 years. The majority of their careers 
have been devoted to the investigation and analysis of violent 
exime and criminals. : 


The NCAVC is a law enforcement-oriented behavioral science 
and resource cénter which offers on-site investigative support, 
research and training to law enforcement agencies throughout the 
world who are confronted with unusual, bizarre or violent 
oriminal behavior. Among the huhdreds of cases analyzed annually 
are ones involving murder, including serial and mass murder, 
child murders, serial rape and sexual offenses, child molestation 
and abuse, arson and bombings, stalking, workplace violence, 
extortion, kidnaping, and product tampering. Analyses prepared 
by NCAVC members are based on investigative experience, research, 
personal knowledge, educational background and a wealth of 
information from the analysis of thousands of cases by the NCAVC 
since 1978. 


SSA's ‘O'Toole, Neer and Safarik have investigated and been 
consultants in the assessment and analysis of murder, sexual 
offenses and other crimes throughout the world and have lectured 
extensively to both national and international law enforcement 
audiences on the behavioral aspects of criminal behavior. In ~ 
connection with this case, they have also consulted with another 
member of the NCAVC, SSA Kenneth V. Lanning, who has devoted 25 
of his 29 years with the FBI studying criminal aspects of deviant 
sexual behavior. 


Information developed in this investigation has been 
provided to SSA's O'Toole, Neer and Safarik. This information 
has included a crime scene video, audio tapes, witness and victim 
interviews, an interview of David Ray Parker, and photographs, 
drawings and various documents discovered in subject. David Ray 
Parker's trailer. In addition, SSA's O'Toole and Neer have © 
personally visited and examined the contents of this trailer and 
adjoining property of David Ray Parker, and they have maintained 
regular contact with the investigative-agents and state troopers. 
Based on the above information, their own experience, knowledge 
and training, and a review of cases of a similar nature, SSA's 
O'Toole, Neer and Safarik advised that a review of David Ray 
Parker's activities including the extensive collection of 
materials maintained by him, suggests that he exhibits 
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characteristics of a preferential sex offender, and more 
specifically a sexual sadist.**

Some 
individuals with this Paraphilia are bothered by their sadistic 
fantasies, which may be invoked during sexual activity but not 
otherwise acted on; in such cases the sadistic fantasies usually 
involve having complete control over the victim, who is terrified 
by anticipation of the impending sadistic act. Others act on the 
sadistic sexual urges with a consenting partner (who may have 
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Sexual Masochism) who willingly suffers pain or humiliation. 
Still others with Sexual Sadism act on their sadistic sexual 
urges with nonconsenting victims.

Usually, 
however, the severity of the sadistic acts increases over time. 
When Sexual Sadism is severe, and especially when it is. 
associated with Antisocial Personality Disorder, individuals with | 
Sexual Sadism may seriously injure or kill their victims. 


On an investigative level, the presence of paraphilias often 
means highly repetitive and predictable behavior focused on 
specific interests that goes well beyond a "Method of Operation’ 
(MO). The concept of MO ~ something done by an offender because 
it works and it will help him get away with the crime is well- 
known to most investigators. An MO is fueled by thought and 
deliberation. Most offenders change and improve their MO over 
time and with experience. 


The repetitive patterns of behavior of preferential sex 
offenders involve some MO, but are more likely to also involve 
the less-known concept of sexual ritual. Sexual ritual is the 
repeated engaging in an act or series of acts in a certain manner 
because of sexual need; that is, in order to become aroused 
and/or gratified, a person must engage in an act in a certain 
way. Unlike MO, ritual is necessary to the offender but not to 
the successful commission of the crime, In fact, instead of 
facilitating the crime, it often increases the risk of 
identification, apprehension, -and conviction because it causes 
the offender to make need-driven mistakes. Understanding sexual 
ritual (i.e., need-driven behavior) is the key to investigating 
preferential sex offenders. 


Individuals who engage in need-driven behavior will collect 
and save materials related to their fantasies and activities in 
locations over which they have access and control, They will 
also preserve materials which could directly implicate them in 
specific criminal activities. However, these materials are 
likely to be carefully hidden, The longer an offender has had 
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Or, 


access to a particular location, the more jikely he has found or 
created places within that environment in which to secrete the 
more incriminating materials and evidence. These materials can 
include, but are not limited to, journals, videos, photographs, 
audio recordings, ligatures, weapons, electrical equipment, 
restraint equipment and/or human bodies or body parts. 


In cages analyzed by the NCAVC, sexual sadists have 
concealed these aforementioned materials in locations such as 
within walls and False ceilings, under floor boards, behind Light 
fixtures and other locations to include burials in locations 
which are under the control of the offender. These locations are 
not normally included within the scope of traditional search 
warrants.
